REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a communication terminal and method for 
preventing inadvertent calls to emergency services or other services that 
make user of a truncated calling numbers. Claim 13 identifies the uniquely 
distinct feature of the communication terminal, comprising: determine 
whether the call number starts with one of the pluralitv of recoonized call 
service codes and whether the call number contains the same number of 
digits as the one of the pluralitv of recoonized service codes, and generate 
an input error warning if there is a mismatch in the number of digits 
between the call number and the one of the pluralitv of recognized call 
service codes . As such, claim 13 requires the communication terminal to 
provide an error indication before a misdialed number of a recognized call 
service code is transmitted to a call center. While the closest prior art. 
Bedingfield, SR. et al [US 20030231759 A1], Yun [US 7,721,418 B1], and 
Hung et al [US 6,980,642 B1] each teach dialing methods, Bedingfield, SR 
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et al using a networl<-based dialing method that requires receiving a 
completed number transmitted from a terminal before processing the 
number for an alias or an error; Yun using an automatic dialing method in a 
telephone terminal that determines the requirements of a call type, a digit 
number , and a standby time without sending an error message for 
incomplete digits; and Hung et al using an abbreviated dialing method; 
none of them teach or suggest requiring a communication terminal to 
provide an error indication before a misdialed number of a recognized call 
service code Is tranmsitted to a call center. As such, , the prior art, eitrher 
singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitation obvious. Therefore, claim 13 is indicated allowable. 

Claim 1 is essentially similar to claim 13 and is indicated allowable. 

Claim 15 is essentally similar to claim 13 except for an emergency 
service in place of a recognized call service code. As a result, a similar 
reasoning of allowance for Calim 15 holds, and hence, claim 15 is 
indicated allowable. Claim 9 is essentailly similar to claim 15 and is 
indicated allowable. Therefore, claims 1-4, 9-13 and 15 are indicated 
allowable.
